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Continuation of Item No. 11. NOTE: The Applicant's arguments filed 9/13/05 and resubmitted 
declaration originally filed 4/15/05 have been considered but are not persuasive. In the reply 
filed on 9/13/05, the Applicant attempts to further explain the data that was filed in the 
declaration on 4/15/05, noting now that the upper bar or data point for each example is the 
critical factor in determining "unexpected" results. The Applicant presented this same argument 
during the interview with the Examiner on 8/1 1/05 and as the Examiner stated at that time, the 
current data plotted on Figure E still does not provide a clear showing of unexpected results 
considering the data. The Examiner notes that when utilizing the highest data point of each 
example containing both the zinc powder and the metal rust inhibitor, as now argued by the 
Applicant, the data shows an apparent linear relationship between the maximum corrosion depth 
and the particle diameter, which would not be "unexpected" to one having ordinary skill in the 
art. Hence, the Examiner maintains her position that the invention would have been obvious 
over the teachings of Tada in the absence of a clear showing of criticality or unexpected results 
with regards to the particle size.
